REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD. 


In reviewing the work of the year, for the most 
part the schools have been satisfactory. The per- 
fect attendance would have been larger had it not 
been for the serious influenza that broke out among 
the scholars during the spring and winter terms, 
which caused many absent marks. 

Again the School Board suggests that the parents 
visit the schools often, that they may see the work 
their children are doing. 

The amount of money required by law to be raised 
at the next meeting by the School District will be 
$517.50. To enable the district to obtain State Aid, 
“he district must raise $1,203.06.
